Davis, I. T., June 27. — “ Brad” Camp, 
one of the oldest white residents in 
the Washita Valley, and probably the 
best known Indian ciuizen in the coun­ 
try, 
was speaking about the early 
history of the Chickasaw nation. He 
said: 
“ I came here in September, 1858, and 
have lived here ever since. 
There 
were very few white people in this 
country when I came here, and the 
only settlement in the Washita Valley 
was near the town of Pauls Valley, 
composed entirely of Cherokees. The 
Chickasaws and Choctaws all lived on 
Pennington creek and other streams 
below here. We had no trouble with 
thieves and lawlessness. If an Indian 
killed another he was tried and senten­ 
ced to be shot on a certain day, and on 
that day he would walk up like a man 
and be shot. To run away meant dis­ 
grace. 
Indians were all honest and 
many of them quite industrious. Farm- 
ing was carried on in a limited way 
but people were happy and contented. 
‘White man have contaminated the 
Indian. This mad rush for gain and 
the scramble for lands and property 
has turned the heads of many good 
men. I sometimes think it was a ser­ 
ious mistake to ever make a treaty 
with the 
federal 
government. 
It 
means that within a few years the In­ 
dians will have lost their identity en­ 
tirely, and the weaker ones will fall by 
the wayside. J ust what will become of 
them is a mystery, but I believe the 
white people will have them to care for 
in after years. 
“These people are not familiar with 
the fullbloods who will not work. Their 
lands are of no value to them, for some 
white man will gobble them up and the 
poor Indian will be forced to either 
starve or steal. I regret to see things 
in such shape, but I am not long for 
this world, at best, and will try and 
take care of my own affairs. The way 
these poor, ignorant fullbloods have 
been treated by the government in the 
allotment of their lands is a disgrace to 
our government. The Dawes commis­ 
sion should have looked after this class 
more 
closely 
and 
protected them 
against all kinds of grafts. ” 


Konawa After County Seat. 
At the town of Konawa, Monday 
night, a town meeting was held to or­ 
ganize for a county seat contest with 
the coming of statehood. J. B. Ford 
v-as chosen chairman and Vernon Har­ 
ris secretary. After some general dis­ 
cussion Vernon Harris, M. P. Mathews 
and W. H. Hoffman were selected as a 
committee to take the enterprise in 
na. They were instructed to map 
out a suitable prospective county, to 
devise ways and means and at the pro­ 
per time to confer with state authori­ 
ties in the effort to secure what Kona­ 
wa wants and deserves.

Muskogee, I. T., June 27. A decision 
was handed down in the United States 
Court here Monday by Judge Wm. R. 
Lawrence, which will be very interest­ 
ing to .many Territory investors who 
have been operating in the Chickasaw- 
Choctaw and Seminole Nations, accord­ 
ing to the provisions of the Chickasaw- 
Choctaw agreement ratified by Con­ 
gress in 1902. According to the treaty 
the Indians belonging to the above 
named tribes could sell one-fourth of 
their surplus allotment one year after 
date of patent, one-fourth in three 
years and the balance in five years. 
Many construed this to mean from the 
date that the patent was executed, but 
now it develops that the time is reckon­ 
ed from the date of the delivery of the 
patent. 
The deeds are just now being deliver­ 
ed, and none of the deeds that have 
been taken hereafter are valid, accord­ 
ing to the decision of Judge Lawrence, 
which is as follows in substance: That 
deeds*of the Seminole freedmen exe­

Growth 
of Industry Hakes That 
Country Rival of France 
and England. 


Vice Consul Fuller writes from Han­ 
over that the German perfume Indus. 
try is now one of the most important 
and successful in the world, rivaling 
that of France or England. 
He 
de­ 
scribes it in the lollowing letter: 
Some of the biggest factories are in 
Leipsic, 
but Berlin, Carlsruhe and 
Hamburg are important centers of the 
trade. There has been a vast increase 
In the last few years in the diversity 
of essential oils produced from plants 
and 40 varieties of those plants are 
employed in 
the German 
factories, 
which use as well such products of for­ 
eign lands as nutmeg, cinnamon^ cam­ 
phor, balsams, pepper, musk and am­ 
bergris. 
The production of the essential oil 
is expensive, ranging from about $227 
a pound downward, according to the 
scarcity of the oil in the plant With 
fresh flowers 
the 
distillation 
takes 
place as near the place of picking as 
possible, as the fresher the products 
the better. 
The stills contain about 
3,300 pounds of flowers and the neces­ 
sary amount of water. 
Great care is 
taken as to the amount of heat sup* 
piled and to Its regularity, the process 
being thoroughly controlled, an excel­ 
lent product resulting.

CLASSED TRUSTS 
AS COMMON GAMBLERS 


St. Louis, June 27.—In the circuit 


court Judge Ranydecided in-favor of 
a purchaser who contended that he 
does not pay for goods which he volun- 
tarily bought from a concern which, he 
alleges, is a member of a so-called 
trust. The Cahill Swift Manufacturing 
company .had brought suit for |240 
against Joseph E. Walsh on the allega- 
tion that Walsh had bought goods to 
the value of the judgment asked, and 
refused to pay for them.

The way 
these poor, ignorant fullbloods have 
been treated by the government in the 
allotment of their lands is a disgrace to 
our government. The Dawes commis- 
sion should have looked after this class 
more closely 
and protected them 


against all kinds of grafts."

sands of grown men in this territory 
who never saw a vote, much less cast 
one. Other thousands, who came from 
he States and used to be the best kind 
of voters have through years of denial 
of the privilege lost the manly art en- 
tirely. Why, there are those of us who 
will shy at the first ballot box like a 
country horse at an automobile. How- 
ever, fortunately there will be a few 
old politicians who have not forgotten 
how and can take the rest in training. 
These old veterans can lead us around 
till we get tamed down and quit snort- 
ng at the ballot box. 


TEACH NEWSPAPER READING. 


"A determined effort will be made by 


newspaper publishers in Indian Terri- 
ory to make newspaper reading a re- 
uirement when the new state school 


•ystem is established. Plans to that 
end are now making in Indian Territory 
and Oklahoma. 


"In schools in many states where 


teachers have made newspaper reading 


by pupils in the public schools a part o 
the regular course of study, the result 
have been satisfactory, and newspape 
men have readily seen the tremendou 
opportunity therein to develop in th 
school children of the new state a desir 
for newspapers, and the proper instruc 
tion as to how to read a newspaper. 


"The first formal action in this mat 


ter will more than likely come through 
a resolution at the next meeting of the 
press association of the two territories 
when a legislative committee will pro- 
bably be appointed whose sole duty wil 
be to see that the new state achoo 
system contains a provision of this 
character. The plan in detail has not 
yet been worked out, but there are a 
number of prominent men in Indian 
Territory now at work on the matter 
and they will have a plan ready to sub- 
mit at the next meeting of the Terri- 
torial Press association." 


This is a highly laudable undertaking. 


In the very agitation of the matter 
there is encouragement. 
It means 


people are waking upfto the necessity 
of having their children taught more 
things worth while, more things about 
the practical, 
breathing, 
throbbing 


world we live in. In the ancient schools 
students were scarcely expected 
to 


study practical 
everyday 
subjects. 


Their minds were directed to the theo- 
retical, the speculative, the profoundly 
scientific—largely above and beyond 
Mother Earth. 
That tendency has 


clung to the schools to an extent even 
to this enlightened day. 


We must break loose from that ten- 


dency. The world has long since got 
too big for any one child to swallow. 
If one tries to master ancient language 
and history, he will likely get bogged 
up and lost in antiquity. If he diligent- 
ly studies the stars he will get lost in 
space. And so on. There are just a 
limited few the world can spare to those 
high, narrow channels. 
The great 


mass of us have got to content our- 
selves with keeping the material world 
rolling. The sooner we get acquainted 


with the aspect of the essential things 
as they are today the better. 


The reading of newspapers facilitates 


that acquaintance marvelously. There 
is many a man in America who has 
never had time to pursue academic 
studies; yet through regular reading of 
newspapers he has become well inform- 
ed, in fact is an educated man. On the 
other hand there is many a college 
graduate who comes from the campus 
abysmally ignorant of things around 
him. 
To him largely the columns of a 


newspaper are worse than Greek. 


The child at the earliest age possible 


should be taught to read a newspaper 
with appreciation. 
Our new state, 


profiting by the mistakes and successes 
of the older commonwealths, is going 
to build strong and great right from 
the beginning. The education of chil- 
dren will be perhaps the most impor- 
tant item to provide for. Unquestion- 
ably newspaper reading is as essential 
;o a good education. By all means let 
t be incorporated in the curriculum of 
the public schools.

PERFUME MADE IN GERMANY 


Growth of Industry Makes That 


Country Rival of Vnunce 


and .England. 


Vice Consul Fuller writes from Han- 


over that the German perfume Indus* 
try is now one of the moat Important 
and successful in the world, rivaling 
that of France or England. He de- 
scribes it in the lollowing letter: 


Some of the biggest factories are in 


Leipsic, but Berlin, Carlsruhe and 
Hamburg are Important centers of the 
trade. There has been a vast Increase 
In the last few years in the diversity 
of essential oils produced from plants 
and 40 varieties of those plants are 
employed in the German factories, 
which use ae well such products of for- 
eign lands as nutmeg, cinnamon, cam- 
phor, balsams, pepper, musk and am- 
bergris. 


The production of the essential oil 


is expensive, ranging from about $227 
a pound downward, according to the 
scarcity of the oil in the plant With 
fresh flowers the distillation takes 
place as near the place of plcklag as 
possible, as the fresher the products 
the better. The stills contain about 
3,300 pounds of flowers and the necea- 
sary amount of water. Great care Is 
»aken as to the amount of heat sup- 
piled and to Its regularity, the process 
being thoroughly controlled, aa excel* 
lent product resulting.

Davis, I. T., June 27.-"Brad" Camp, 


one of the oldest white residents in 
the Washita Valley, and probably the 
best known Indian ciuizen in the coun- 
try, 
was speaking about the early 


history of the ChickasaW nation. He 
said: 


'I came here in September, 1868, and 


have lived here ever since. 
There! 


were very few white people in this 
country when I came here, and the 
only settlement in the Washita Valley 
was near the town of Pauls Valley, 
composed entirely of Cherokees. The 
Chickasaws and Choctaws all lived on 
Pennington creek and other streams 
below here. We had no trouble with 
thieves and lawlessness. If an Indian 
tilled another he was tried and senten- 
ced to be shot on a certain day, and on 
that day he would walk up like a man 
and be shot. To run away meant dis- 
grace. 
Indians were all honest and 


many of them quite industrious. Farm- 
ing was carried on in a limited way 
t>ut people were happy and contented. 


White man have contaminated the 


Indian. This mad rush for gain and 
the scramble for lands and property 
las turned the heads of many good 
men. 
I sometimes think it was a ser- 


ious mistake to ever make a treaty 
with the federal government. 
It 


means that within a few years the In- 
dians will have lost their identity en- 
tirely, and the weaker ones will fall by 
the wayside. Just what will become of 
them is a mystery, but I believe the 
white people will have them to care for 
in af teif years. 


"These people are not familiar with 


the f ullbloods who will not work. Their 
lands are of no value to them, for some 
white man will gobble them up and the 
poor Indian will be forced to either 
starve or steal. I regret to see things 
in such shape, but I am not long for 
this world, at best, and will try and 
take care of my own affairs. The way 
these poor, ignorant fullbloods have 
been treated by the government in the 
allotment of their hinds is a disgrace to 
our government. The Dawes commis- 
sion should have looked after this class 
more closely 
and protected them 


against all kinds of grafts."

A SCHOOL FOR VOTING. 


Chief Quanah Parker—so runs the 


announcement from 
Law ton—intends 


soon to establish a school wherein all 
male Indians above 21 years of age will 
be taught how to vote. Guess a lot of 
as white ones need to attend Quanah's 
voting academy, too. There are thou- 
sands of grown men in this territory 
who never saw a vote, much less cast 
one. Other thousands, who came from 
he States and used to be the best kind 
of voters have through years of denial 
of the privilege lost the manly art en- 
tirely. Why, there are those of us who 
will shy at the first ballot box like a 
country horse at an automobile. How- 
ever, fortunately there will be a few, 
old politicians who have not .forgotten 
how and can take the rest in training. 
These old veterans can lead us around 
till we get tamed down and quit snort- 
ng at the ballot box. 


TEACH NEWSPAPER READING. 


"A determined effort will be made by 


newspaper publishers in Indian .Terri- 
ory to make newspaper reading a re- 
uirement when the new state school 


system is established. Plans to that 
end are now making in Indian Territory 
and Oklahoma. 


"In schools in many states where 


teachers have made newspaper reading 


by pupils in the public schools a part of 
the regular course of study, the results 
have been satisfactory, and newspaper 
men have readily seen the tremendous 
opportunity therein to develop in the 
school children of the new state a desire 
for newspapers, and the proper instruc- 
tion as to how to read a newspaper. 


"The first formal action in this mat- 


ter will more than likely come through 
a resolution at the next meeting of the 
press association of the two territories 
when a legislative committee will pro- 
bably be appointed whose sole duty will 
be to see that the new state school 
system contains a provision of this 
character. The plan in detail has not 
yet been worked out, but there are a 
number of prominent men in Indian 
Territory now at work on the matter 
and they will have a plan ready to sub- 
mit at the next meeting of the Terri- 
torial Press association." 


This is a highly laudable undertaking. 


In the very agitation of the matter 
there is encouragement. 
It means 


people are waking up§to the necessity 
of having their children taught more 
things worth while, more things about 
the practical, 
breathing, 
throbbing 


world we live in. In the ancient schools 
students were scarcely expected to 
study practical 
everyday 
subjects. 


Their minds were directed to the theo- 
retical, the speculative, the profoundly 
scientific—largely above and beyond 
Mother Earth. 
That tendency has 


clung to the schools to an extent even 
to this enlightened day. 


We must break loose from that ten- 


dency. The world has long since got 
too big for any one child to swallow. 
If one tries to master ancient language 
and history, he will likely get bogged 
up and lost in antiquity. If he diligent- 
ly studies the stars he will get lost in 
space. And so on. There are just a 
limited few the world can spare to those 
high, narrow channels.

PERFUME MADE IN GERMANY 


Growth of Industry Makes That 


Country Rival of Franco 


and .England. 


Vice Consul Fuller writes from Han- 


over that the German perfume Indus* 
try is now one of the most Important 
and successful in the world, rivaling 
that ot France or England. He de- 
scribee it in the tallowing letter: 


Some of the biggest factories are in 


Leipsic, but Berlin, Carlaruhe and 
Hamburg are Important centers of the 
trade. There has been a vast increase 
In the last few years in the diversity 
of essential oils produced from plants 
and 40 varieties of those plants are 
employed in the German factories, 
which use as well such products of for- 
eign lands &e nutmeg, cinnamon, cam- 
phor, balsams, pepper, musk and am- 
bergris. 


The production of the essential oil 


is expensive, ranging from about $227 
a pound downward, according to the 
scarcity of the oil in the plant With 
fresh flowers the distillation takes 
place as near the place of plcklag as 
possible, as the fresher the products 
:he better. The stills contain about 
3,300 pounds of flowers and the neces- 
sary amount of water. Great care Is 
*aken as to the amount of heat sup- 
plied and to Its regularity, the process 
Ming thoroughly controlled, an excel- 
lent product resulting.
